Scoff Carpenter, Astronaut 


The successful flight of Lieut. Com- 


mander Scott 
Carpenter three times 


around the earth, despite its problems, is 
not only another triumph for the United 
States space operation and the team of 
scientists and technicians at Cape Canav- 
eral and a boost for the future of space 
exploration—it is a personal victory for 
Scott Carpenter- 


Carpenter was no mod«»l youth growing 


up in a happy home. Any early signs of 
ability and stability were mostly obscured 
by his wildness. He was a hot rodder and 
a show-off during high school. His mother 
was often iU and away, his father seldom 
at home. His grandfather, a secure influ- 
ence in his early years, died when he was 
twelve. Carpenter stole equipment for his 
car. At first he made no great record in 
the navy. He flunked out of college twice. 


It may have been a serious auto acci- 


dent that made him take another look at 


his lif«. or the influence of the girl he met 
and married during another try at college, 
or the death of a six-month-old son. What- 
ever it was. his success as an astronaut was 
not a haphazard accident. 


The astronaut must go through the most 


grueling training, show consistent courage 
and stability not only in the face of great 
danger but through repeated frustration 
and irritation. 
He must be physically 


strong and emotionally adjusted, intelli- 
gent and capable. He also must be a man 
with a high degree of maturity and under- 
standing of his own place in the scheme 
of things. 


Carpenter's 
flight, culminating the 


months of extensive preparation, was a 
personal victory that is also a great lesson. 
Despite early mistakes and drifting, a man 
can find the inspiration for purposeful 
living. Paradoxically once he gets his feet 
on the ground, he can learn to soar the 
skies. 


Republican Candidate Endorsement 


It is likely that among the 3.500 dele- 


gate in the Milwaukee Republican conven- 
tion hall during the weekend will be some 
persons of middle 
age or younger who 


have no personal recollection of the origin 
of the group of which they are members 
and leaders. Yet it is an interesting aspect 
of the political life of this state that this 
party organization which is now such a 
prominent and newsworthy instrument did 
not exist 40 years ago. 


It was the "one party" character of 


Wisconsin during the period following the 
1900's. and more specifically, the rule of 
the LaFollette Progressive faction of the 
Republican party, that gave birth to the 
voluntary organization 
of "regular" or 


"Stalwart Republicans", as the party men 
and women who did not follow the LaFol- 
lette family preferred to call themselves. 
The LaFollette branch of the party con- 
trolled its legal machinery, as provided 
by the election laws. To offer an alter- 
native to the voters in that day when the 
Democratic party as a state entity scarce- 
ly existed they established what in effect 
was a party within a party as a vehicle 
for their distinctive 
ideas and separate 


purposes. 


• 
It was then that the idea of "endorse- 


ment" was developed. The regular Re- 
publicans through delegated representa- 
tives met in election years to designate 
the candidates they preferred for the guid- 
ance of sympathetic voters. 


The endorsement practice survived the 


departure of the LaFollettes when they 
formed their own short-lived party, and 
the demise of that party in 1946. 


There are some dissenters to the idea 


of endorsement among Wisconsin Repub- 
licans today. There are also critics out- 
side the party, as among the Democrats, 


but theirs is a strategical position rather 
than an objection on the merits. It has al- 
ways seemed to us that the reservations 
among Republicans are based upon an in- 
complete understanding of the function of 
political party organizations and a certain 
naivete about 
the 
practices 
of 
other 


parties, now and in the past. 


Such endorsement does not repudiate 


the idea of the open primary. Any candi- 
date has a right to run in the September 
nominating election and in most situations 
somebody does. What the Republicans at 
Milwaukee will do on Saturday is to make 
a recommendation to the voters at large, 
who are free to be influenced by it. or to 
reject it. as their own judgment indicates. 
Meanwhile it is likely that such organiza- 
tion interest in the matter of ticket build- 
ing and candidate recruitment has encour- 
aged some men to make their services 
available who would not otherwise be in- 
clined to run for office. Some of the best 
governors Wisconsin has had in this cen- 
tury, for example, got into politics when 
they were endorsed by party conventions. 


Critics sometimes tend to overlook also 


the fact that some internal party involve- 
ment in candidate recruitment is inevitable 
in politic?, and especially in a party that 
has a natural instinct for self-preservation. 
Today in Madison there is no doubt what- 
ever that Chairman Patrick Lucey of the 
Democratic state committee is working on 
the selection of candidates for the fall Dem- 
ocratic ticket. That is "endorsement" al- 
so, but of a sharply different kind. Most 
persons who remember the days of the 
LaFollette political movement, moreover, 
are also aware that the nomination of its 
candidates was a matter reserved to the 
party insiders, including several who sur- 
vive to heckle the Republican convention 
recommendation system of today. 


Where the Money Goes 


American taxpayers, grumbling about 


the continued increase in rates, generally 
are warned that ws must spend all this 
money to protect us from the might of the 
Soviet Union. Missiles are expensive, we 
are told, and so is nuclear research and 
the shooi-the-moon project. 
From seme 


quarters the altitude is that it is downright 
unpatriotic to complain about federal ex- 
penditures. 


But Congressman Mclvin Laird points 


out a great big fallacy in this argument. 
He flatly states that "expenditures for the 
national defense is not the cause of the in- 
crease in federal spending in recent years." 
Taking President Kennedy's 1963 budget 
and projecting the expenditures through 
next year. Mr. Laird points out that de- 
fense spending will then have climbed only 
12 per cent since 1954 while non-defense 
spendms will have soared 30 per cent. 


In dollar expenditures, the difference 


Is just as spectacular. Defense spending. 
as separated by Congressman Laird, will 
have risen less than SS biliion :n the eight 
years while non-defense spending will have 
gone up more than S19 hilhon. 


Since Mr. Laird compares next 
year 


with 19-54 rather than the last year of 
President 
Eisenhower's 
administration, 


and since Mr. Laird is a Republican, we 
conclude that a considerable amount of 
this increase in federal spending came 
about during President Eisenhower's ten- 
ure. But that is no reason why the Demo- 
crats should try to outdo the Republicans 
in spending. 


There are good arguments to be made 


for expenditures at home to keep this 
nation strong and free as well as for arms 
and military costs. But when the deficit 
is at a rieak of S7 billion this summer it 
does not seem to be the time to load the 
country with such nonessential expendi- 
tures as further federal aid to education, 
more 
agricultural 
subsidies 
and fed- 


eral medical plan. True, it has to a 
large extent been the failure of smaller 
units of government and individuals that 
has brought the demand for more federal 
spending. 
But we must suspect that in 


larse part many of President Kennedy's 
proiects are political rather than neces- 
sary. 


All the Perfumes of Arabia- 


President Kennedy's insistence at a re- 


cent press conference that his administra- 
tion is responsible for the investigation of 
the Billie Sol Estes case reflects the Presi- 
dent's concern for the damage that can 
be done to his party by the scandal. Anx- 
ious to avoid another Tea Pot Dome, he 
appears to be trying to act as if he knew 
it all along. 


But the evidence of foot dragging, at 


least in the Department of Agriculture, has 
been noted by Texas officials who are not 
about to relinquish their own claims to 
suspicion. Failure in Washington to in- 
vestigate promptly 
may react as much 


against the administration as the whole 
sorry mess itself. 


In a government as large an3 compli- 


cated as ours, there are bound to be a few 
rotten apples. 
But pretending they are 


not there instead of tossing them out of the 
barrel risks the well-known putrefaction of 
the rest and somehow leaves a detectable 
odor of decay on all. 


Actually neither federal or state sovcrn- 


ment officials were the first to start snif- 
fing out Billie Sol. Editors and reporters 
on a small town Texas newspaper began 
the investigation and the 
publicity that 


hastened official action. 
The action of 


this paper emphasizes the importance of 
such independent newspapers and sound 
journalism to the best interests of the hon- 
est people of the nation.
